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Council Votes 3-2 For 
Commission Master Plan 


The long debated and hotly 
contested master plan of the 
Rush County Area Plan Com­ 
mission overcame its last ob­ 
stacle Tuesday night when it 
was accepted by the Rushville 
City Council, the vote was 3 
to 2 and came at their regular 
meeting in the council cham­ 
bers 
following 
a. 
lengthy 
discussion. 
With this acceptance, the plan 
now is in effect for all of Rush 
County, inasmuch as the other 
government 
bodies 
necessary 
for its. completion have accepted 
the plan. 
The plan was hotly contested 
right up to the time to vote 
by a group of citizens who have 
been attending City Council and 
A r e a 
Plan 
Commission 
meetings 
for the 
past 
two 
months in order to get a certain 
area 
on North Main Street 
zoned as ordered toy the city 
council in their meeting on 
February 5. 
.At this February 5 meeting 
the City Council approved the 
m aster plan with a restriction 
that the area in question, which 
includes seven business places 
on North Main Street between 
7th and 9th streets, be zoned 


residential 
except, 
for 
the 
existing businesses. 
Subsequently, the Area Plan 
Commission then returned the 
plan to the council for their 
approval without this residential 
designation, 
but 
with 
com­ 
mercial zoning. 
Since that time a group of 
interested citizens living in the 
affected area have been at­ 
tempting to get the council and 
the Area Plan Commission to 
comply with the February 5 
decision of the City Council in 
finalizing the master plan for 
that area. 
Following a lengthy and or­ 
derly discussion Tuesday night, 
the council, on a vote of 3-2, 
accepted the plan and the map 
as drawn at the last Area Plan 
Commission meeting. 
At this meeting the Area. Plan 
Commission, complied with a 
later request by city council 
that the area be designated 
zoned 
for 
business. 
Council 
members voting for this plan 
against the 
wishes 
of those 
representing residents of the 
affected area included Coun- 
cilmen 
Charles 
Jones, 
Herb 
Caldwell, and Don Garretson.

Liner Passengers Transferring To 
‘Rescue’ Ship As Queen Is Stalled 


NEW YORK (UP1) — After a 
farewell breakfast, the 
1,630 
passengers 
from 
the 
luxury 
liner Queen Elizabeth 2 began 
transferring today to a Norwe­ 
gian cruise ship that came to 
their 
rescue 
when 
broken 
boilers stalled the luxury liner 
for two days in the Atlantic. 
An armada of motor launches 
and lifeboats began ferrying the 
passengers from, the giant liner 
to the Sea Venture waiting' in 
slightly swelling seas a half- 
mile away shortly after 7 a.m. 
EDT, the Hamilton, Bermuda, 
harbor communications stations 
repo.rt.ed. 
The radio station duty 'Officer,. 
Peter Water son, said that “ all 
is going well” and that the 
transfer should be completed 
by noon. 
'The Sea Venture then would, 
steam back to' Hamilton at its 
top speed of 22 5 miles per 
hour, arriving late tonight but 
not 
docking 
until 
Thursday 
morning, he said. 
The Sea Venture arrived in 
darkness about 3:20 a.m. after 
a 10-hour dash from Hamilton 
to take aboard passengers from 
the QE2, the world’s second 
largest luxury liner and pride 
of the British merchant marine. 
Capt. T. Hauge, master of 'the 
Sea Venture, said in a ship-to- 
shore telephone report that he 
stopped his vessel about half a 
mile from 65,863-ton QE2. 
The transfer began after the 
passengers had “a light break­ 
fast” aboard the palatial liner. 
The transfer should take 3-4 
hours, Hauge said, by using an 
amarda of launches, each of 
which can carry more than 40 
passengers with baggage or up 
to 70 without luggage. 
The hours between the Sea 
Venture’s 
arrival 
and 
the 
transfer of the passengers was 
being used to ferry provisions, 
including 
about two tons of 
diesel 
fuel 
for 
emergency 
generators, to the QE2, which 
is more than three times the 
size of the rescue ship. 
‘We couldn’t have asked for 


better weather,” the captain 
said. “The seas are calm, the 
sky is blue and the tempera­ 
tures are mild.” The weather 
bureau said temperatures were 
around 70 degrees. 
“The main problem,” another 
officer said, “is the transfer of 
about 800 elderly passengers.” 
The Sea Venture, a 20,000-ton 
vessel, that was. closest to the 
Cunarder when trouble deve­ 
loped with all three of her 
engines early Monday morning 
270 miles 
southeast of Ber­ 
muda, normally has room for 
only for 600' passengers. 
Many of the 350 passengers 
who were on the Sea Venture 
when it arrived from New York 
Monday for a three-day stopo­ 
ver, were left ashore to fend for 
themselves while their floating 
“hotel” went to the rescue of 
th QE2. 
Three buffets were set up to 
feed the passengers during the 
day-long trip to Bermuda. The 
Sea Venture wra.s expected to 
reach Bermuda late tonight but 
would 
wait 
until 
7 
a.m. 
Thursday before docking. 
Reports from the QE2 said 
the only real problem remain­ 
ing after the passengers left 
was the threatened spoilage of 
food for the 940 crew members 
due to lack of refrigeration.

Hearst’s wife, Catherine, who 
joined,

cameras in front of his home,

Staggers, D-W.Va., said Tues­ 
day the bill Nixon vetoed was 
“fundamentally sound” but he

Simon said in Boston Tuesday 
the administration will keep 
pressing Congress to authorize 
more deep water ports to help 
ease the energy shortage even 
though “the outlook ... is not 
promising.”

$10,285 median income for all 
U.S. households. The median, 
experts explained, is a mid­ 
point figure which means that 
half of all farm worker house­ 
holds. had incomes under the 
$5,712 level. 
A report on the study shows 
it found substantial Income dif­ 
ferences between different cat­ 
egories of farm workers. In 
households including “regular” 
woxkers — those who logged 150 
to '2491 days of paid form 'work 
annually — median income was 
only $4,136, or 40 per cent of 
the national level 
Year - round farm workers, 
however, had median incomes 
of $5,105, or 50 per cent of the 
national median. And seasonal 
and migratory worker surveys 
showed median i n c o m e s of 
$6.950 and '$6,096 respectively, 
with 59 per cent of the national 
levs!. 
Current dollar figures for all 
farmworkers groups are higher 
than, those shown in the '1971 
survey, because farm rates 
have been increasing steadily in 
recant years. However, other 
wages have also been increas­ 
ing and there is nothing in the 
report to indicate whether o r 
not the gap between farm and 
nonfarm. wages has narrowed. 


Some further increase in 
farm wages, which average $2 
an hour nationally in 1973 ac­ 
cording to the department esti­ 
mates, is expected this year. 
Economist at the department 
had predicted that average 
wages would rise to about $2.20 
an hour this year, but that was 
before a senate-house confer­ 
ence committee laste last week 
agreed on legislation boosting 
both farm and nonfarm wage 
floor. 
The bill would raise the pres­ 
ent farm worker minimum of 
$1.30 an hour to $1.60 on May 1, 
and then to $1.80 next January, 
$2 a year later, $2.20 in Janu­ 
ary, 1977, and $2.30 in January, 
1978. Booting the wage floors 
could lead to some further in­ 
crease in the average wage for 
farm laborers who get above- 
minimum pay.

Since writing about the White House Cook 
Book, several requests have come in for 
redpes.. . One is for making the wines and 
cordials that were listed in the column. 
Bloomington and Brown County are now in 
the process of developing a wine industry. 
Patty Coons, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hartwell Coons found Mead on sale in 
Bloomington. This can be a non-alcoholic 
beverage and the recipe is listed in the White 
House Cook Book for Sassafras Mead. It is 
described as “cheap wholesome, and a 
pleasant beverage for warm weather:” 
To make the Mead mix gradually with two 
quarts of boiling water three pounds and a 
half of the best brow n sugar, a pint and half of 
good West India molasses, and a quarter 
pound of tartaric acid. Stir it well and when 
cool, strain into a large jug or pan, then mix 
in a teaspoonful of the essence of sassafras. 
Transfer it to clean bottles, and this amount 
will fill about half a dozen bottles. Cork 
tightly and keep in a cool place. It will be 
ready to drink the next day. 
To prepare a glass of the sassafras mead 
for drinking, put a large tablespoon of the 
Mead in a large tumbler full of ice water. Stir 
in a half teaspoon of soda, and it will 
immediately foam on top. Serve at once. 
BLACKBERRY WINE 
The recipe for blackberry wine, suggests 
covering blackberries with cold water, 
crushing the berries well with a wooden 
potato masher, then let them stand for 24 
hours. Strain. Add one gallon of juice with 
three pounds of common brown sugar, put 
into wide mouthed jars for several days, 
carefully skimming off any skum that will 
rise to the top. Cover with several sheets of 
brown paper and let them remain for three 
days, then skim again, and pour through a 
funnel into a cask — Let it remain 
undisturbed until March.. .then strain again 
and bottle. These directions if carefully 
followed will insure excellent wine. 
HONEY WINE 
* This is a very ancient and popular drink in 
the north of Europe. To some new honey, 
strained, add spring water. Put a whole egg 
Into it, and boil until the egg swims above the 
liquor. Strain and pour into a cask. To every 
15 gallon, add two ounces of white Jamaica 
ginger, bruised, one ounce of cloves and 
mace, one and one half ounces of cinnamon, 
all bruised together, and tied up in a muslin 
bag. Accelerate the fermentation with yeast. 
When worked sufficiently, bung up; in a six 
weeks draw off into bottles. 
HONEY ALCOHOLIC MEAD ' 
f Boil the combs from the honey, from which 
the honey has been drained, add sufficient 
liquor to make a sweet liquor. Ferment this 
with yeast, and proceed as above. 
| 
SACK MEAD 
I Sack mead is made by adding a handful of 
bops and sufficient brandy to the comb liquor 
made by the above recipe. 
£ 
HOP BEER 
f Take five quarts of water, six ounces of 
bops, boil it for three hours, then strain the 
liquor, add to it five quarts of water, four 
ounces of bruised ginger root, boil again 
twenty minutes, strain, and add four pounds 
of sugar. When lukewarm, put in a pint of 
yeast, let ferment. In 24 hours it will be ready 
to bottle.

Bowen Blames 


Politicians For 
Cynicism 


BLOOMINGTON. Ind. (UPI) 
— A growing cynicism in Amer­ 
ican society and its institutions 
may be partly the result of un­ 
kept promises by politicians. 
Governor 
Bowen 
suggested 
Tuesday night. 
A great many scandals in the 
political arena, from the Teapot 
Dome to W atergate, have ag­ 
gravated the problem, he told 
the Interreligious Commission 
of Human Equality at Indiana 
University. 
“But I believe that the cause 
of this growing cynicism on the 
part of the American public 
came when we allowed our poli­ 
tical figures, to out-promise our 
true capabilities.” Bowen added 


“And, I believe that it is 
about time that American’s poli­ 
tical figures realize 'that we 
are going to have to level with 
the public. A steady diet of glit­ 
tering promises and glib pro­ 
gress reports has turned off an 
ever-increasing number of ears.. 
“It is this type of public alien­ 
ation that is the current con­ 
cern I believe we must have to 


fear.” Bowen continued. 
He warned of cynicism lead­ 
ing to defections by 
citizens 
from public and govern men tal 
service and involvement. 
“ So long as we permit our­ 
selves the illusion that institu­ 
tions be they governmental, re ­ 
ligious, social or economic— 
can accomplish what the individ­ 
ual is willing to attem pt, failure 
wjll continue to follow fru stra­ 
tion,” he said. 
“ When we truly dem and no 
more from others tha 
ve will 
accept in ourselves, and when 
we accept from others m> less 
than we demand from ourselves, 
will we begin to realize the full 
and vast potential of our people.
